; In accordance with an Exooutive Order of. the President, under 
date of 20 Scptember 1945, the Office of Strategic Services was placed 
undor the jurisdiction of the War Department, with the oxcoption of 
two of its. branches which wero transforred to the Dopartment of Stato. 


A memorandum from tho, Secretary of. Wor, under date of 26 Septombor 
1945, designated those 055! components transferred to tho War’ Departmont 


as tho Strategie Sorvices Unite This Unit is operating under the Office 


of tho Assistant Seorotary of Ware 


As you know, tho office of Strategic Services maintained a complex 
ond far-flung communications systom, which is now boing roduced propor- 
tionately to tho overall reduction in sizo of the Strategic Services Unite 
The Strategic Services Unit, however, is not being wholly liquidated, but 
for tho time being maintained as an entitye Because its typo of activity 
4s inhorently complex end cormunications for it nooessarily are equally 
specialized, we are continuing to maintein a communications system 
commensurate with the size of tho unite 


I have instructed my Communications Officer to review the procedures 
and practices of our Signal System ond to establish the necessary liaison 
with the Army Security Agenoy in order to assure that appropriate 
standards of security are maintained in all respects. I teko it that 
this is equally desirable from your point of view and would appreciate 
your making aveileble to us the advice and help of the Army Security 
Agency so that our communications facilities may have ‘the benefit of 
complete liaison with your commande,
